Germany on Friday sent an 
insolent note to Argentina through 
the Swiss government, The note 
declared that charges of Nazi es- 
pionage in Argentina were a lie, 
and that Germany would hold Ar- 
gentina responsible for treatment 
accorded Wolff. It threatened re- 
prisals against Argentine diplo- 
matic representatives in Nazi-con- 
trolled territories.

ABOARD A U. S. WARSHIP

Says Allies. Will Break 
Siege Ring and March

“We won the first round with 
our surprise landing—a beauty!”

General Says Our Strat- 
egy Must Be to Force 
Ground Action at De- 
cisive Points.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, Feb. 16 
(AP).—Gen. Douglas MacArthur 
said today that Japan cannot be 
defeated through blockade and 
bombing alone. 

“We must defeat Japan’s army 
and for that purpose our strategy 
must devise ways and means to 
bring our ground forces into con- 
tact with his at decisive points,” 
he said in a special statement, 
following discussion of recent suc- 
cesses in his Southwest Pacific 
sector in which blockade and bom- 
bardment played a vital part. 


The statement said the General 
was asked if he thought Japan| 
could be defeated through block- | 
ade and bombing alone, and the 
answer was a decisive “no.” 

“Both of these are powerful 
weapons indeed but decisive re- 
sults in modern war can only be 
achieved through the combined ef- 
forts of all three forces—ground, 
naval and air,” MacArthur de- 
clared. “No one or no two of them 
can obtain victory. 

“The strongest military element 
of Japan is the Army which must 
be defeated before our success is 
assured. This can only be done

Diet! Said to Fear Entrap- 
ment in Event of Fin- 
nish-Russian Peace — 

Armistice Move Be- 
lieved to Be Near. 


STOCKHOLM, Feb. 16 (AP) — 
The German commander in North- 
ern Finland was reported today to 
have urged Adolf Hitler to recall 
his troops to avert their entrap- 
ment by a Russian-Finnish peace, 
direct negotiations for which now 


appear to be under way. 

A Gertnan source said the re- 
quest had been rélayed to Berlin 
by Col. Gen. Edward Diet! and as- 
serted there were indications that 
a number of transport officers, 
essential for any large-scale move- 
ment, already had been assigned 
to Dietl’s command. 

This informant expressed doubt 
that Hitler would follow Dietl’s 
advice, particularly in view of the 
fact that the Russians recently 
have recaptured vital nickel mines 
in the Ukraine, leaving Finland aa 
Germany’s chief remaining source 
of that vital metal. 

He said, however, that Col. Gen. 
Hans Juergen Stumpff of the Nazi 
air force had virtually. abandoned 
his Finnish headquarters in favor 
of Oslo. Stumpff also was re- 
ported to have ordered the with- 
drawal of German fighter and 
bomber squadrons from the Ro- 
vaniemi and Kemi airfields in Fin- 
‘jJand to Norway. 

| Finns Fear Reprisals. 

It has been estimated that Ger- 
many now has about seven divi- 
sions in Finland. Their presence 
undoubtedly has caused the Finns 
to proceed cautiously in the mat- 
' ter of a separate peace with Rus- 
sia, for they fear reprisal meéas- 
ures which the Germans might 
take. 

‘While Helsinki would neither 
confirm nor deny that peace nego- 
‘tlations with Russia are under 
way, it was disclosed that Juhu 
Kust! Paasikivi, former Finnish 
cabinet minister who arrived here 
jast week, had conferred yester- 
day with the Soviet Minister to 
Sweden, Mme, Alexandra Kollon- 


tay. 

The Finnish legation in Stock- 
holm, which disclosed the meét- 
ing, indicated that the two ex- 
pected to have another conference, 
but gave no indication of the na- 
ture of their talks. 

(The British radio said today 
that Eljas Erkka, former Finnish 
Foreigh Minister, who also arrived 
in Stockholm récently, had fe- 
turned to Helsinki.) 

Rumors of Red Terms. 

Rumors persisted, meanwhile, 
that Russia would insist on mill- 
tary occupation of such strategic 
Finnish cities as Viipuri and Han- 
goe, site of a naval base, for the 
duration of the war with Germany 
as one of the terms of peace with 
Finland. The Finns were reported 
to be strongly opposed to any such 
concessions, although the Russians 
were said to be ready to guarantee 
Finland’s independence after the 


War. 

(A Moscow dispatch said the 
Soviet Union had ho official com- 
ment on reports abroad that Fin- 
lahd was seeking peace terms and 
added that the Russians certainly 
would insist on hard tertns to end 
the war. People in Moscow seem 
to be taking the view that, with 
Leningrad. liberated, the Red 
Army can crush Hitler's northern 
ally when it chooses and measure 
Finland’s punishment solely ag an 
army affair.) 

It is difficult to see how any 
settlement can be accomplished so 
long as the present Finnish gov- 
ernment remains in power.

US, RELIEF TIED UP 
DUE TO TULE LAKE 
CASE, JAPS ASSERT 


Tokyo Says American 
Bombing of Hospital 
Ship Also Influenced 
Suspension of Plans. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 16 (AP).— 
The Tokyo radio asserted today 
that the Japanese Government at 
one point last year had approved 
“the American proposal to send 
relief supplies to her war prison- 
ers’ but had backed down because 
of the “Tule Lake incident, in 
which a number of Japanese were 
subject to maltreatment, and the 
Americans’ bombing attack on the 
Japanese hospital ship, the Buenos 
Aires Maru.” 

The propaganda broadcast, in 
English, quoted Sadao Iguthi, 
spokesman of the board of infor- 
mation, as follows: 

“In response to the American 
proposal to send relief supplies to 
her war prisoners, the Japanese 
Government expressed approval to 
the Swiss Minister of Japan on 
March 29, 1943, though it was not 
yet in a position to change its at- 
titude regarding nonrecognition of 
navigations by neutral vessels in 
areas of military operation. How- 
ever, our Government was pre- 
pared with port facilities if the 
relief goods were transmitted by 
Soviet vessels, via Viadivostok, or 
by the Trans-Siberian railway, The 
Soviet Union was of the intention 
to assist the relief goods transmis- 
sion. 

“Our government formulated a 
complete plan, taking into consid- 


‘eration the American desire to 


send about 1500 tons of foodstuffs, 
clothing and medical supplies ev- 
ery month. But in the meantime 
there occurred the Tule Lake in- 
cident, in which a number of 
Japanese were subjected to mal- 
treatment, and the Americans’ 
bombing attack on the Japanese 
hospital ship, the Buenos Aires 
Maru. 

“In view of the seriousness of 
these incidents, the Japanese Gov- 
ernment decided to postpone its 
reply to the United States Govern- 
ment on the matter of relief sup- 
plies, and informally notified the 
Swiss Minister to this effect.

MARSHALL SAYS 


Chief of Staff Attends Yale 
Howland Award Ceremony 
for Briton. 


NEW HAVEN, Conn. Feb, 16 
(AP).—Complete accord between 
American and British fighting 
men is the most important single 
factor for winning the war, Chief 
of Staff George C. Marshall said 
today at: Yale University cere- 
monies honoring a British military 
leader, 

Yale awarded Field Marshal Sir 
John Greer Dill, chief of the Brit- 
ish joint staff mission to the 
United States, the Howland me- 
morial prizé, a bronze medal given 
to a citizen of any country for 
distinguished achievement in liter- 
ature, the fine arts, the theory of 
government or politics. Dill was 
chosen “because of the large part 
he has played in establishing 
cordial and effective co-operation 
between the military establish- 
mentg of the United States and 
Great Britain.” 

Calling the award “a happy 
augury for the immediate future,” 
Gen, Marshall asserted: 

“I say this because in my 
opinion the triumph over Germany 
in the coming months depends 
more on a complete accord be- 
tween the Brifish and American 
forces than it does on any other 
single factor, air power, ground 
powér, or naval power.” 

He described as “the greatest 
single Allied achievement of the 
war” the triumph over misunder- 
standings which he said the Nazis 
had done their utmost to foster. 

“Throughout the war we havé 
known that the agents of the en- 
emy have endeavored to stir up ill 
with and misunderstandings among 
the Allies,” he said, “They had 
worked against our accord with 
Russia. These attempts were 
thwarted at the Moscow Confer- 
ence and buried at Teheran. But 
the Nazi propagandists will be 
ceaseless in their efforts to create 
dissension between the great Eng- 
lish-speaking peoples.”

MOSCOW, Feb. 16 (AP).—The 
Red Army made rapid progress 
today along the highway and rail- 
way between Luga and Pskov to- 


ward the communication junctions 
of Byelaya and Keofilova-Pustin 
while southeast of Lake Peipus 
other Soviet units struggled 
through the dense forests and 
swamps protecting Pskov on the 
north. 

Down in the northwest corner 
of the Dnieper Bend the death 
struggle of the German forces 
trapped in the Cherkasy pocket 
entered its thirteenth day and fi- 
nal stage. There every ravine, 
trench and clump of woods was 
the scene of desperate fighting. 
Many more Nazis died as the Rus- 
sian troops closed in, at the same 
time throwing. back repeated res- 
cue attacks by Field Marshal Fritz 
von Mannstein’s tank brigades. 
Front reports said about 50,000 
Nazis were left in the pocket, 

The advance toward Pskov in 
the north, however, was more 
Spectacular, for it exemplified 
Russian fighting tactics as well 
as any campaign to date—the stra- 
tegy of fighting down highways 
and side roads rather than attack- 
ing on a straight line front. 

Byelaya is on the Leningrad- 
Pskoy railway between Luga and 
Pskoy and is connected with Gdov 
to the west by an excellent high- 
way. Keofilova-Pustin is 12 miles 
east of Byelaya on the Luga-Pskov 
highway and is a junction for the 
road leading to the southwestern 
shore of Lake Umen. 

Eight Miles a Day. 

Byelaya is about 42 miles north- 
east of Pskov and the same dis- 
tance southwest of Luga, which 
the Russians captured Sunday. 
Yesterday's Russian communique 
announced the capture of railway 
and highway towns 15 to 17 miles 
south and southwest of Luga- but 
today’s reports said the Russians 
had advanced eight to 10 miles 
beyond those points, which has 
been about the average rate of 
advance for several days. 

Units of Gen. Leonid A. Govo- 
rov’s Leningrad army are within 
17 miles of Byelaya and less than 
that from Keofilova-Pustin. These 
two towns are the immediate So- 
viet objectives before the main at- 
tack on Pskov begins, for they 
form part of its outer defense sys- 
tem and there are indications that 
the Germans are hastily throwing 
up new fortifications. 


South and southeast of Gdov, 
between the southern shore of 


Lake Peipus and Pskov, lies a 
thin belt of forests with no such 
highway as the one connecting 
Pskov with Luga. The Army 
newspaper Red Star said that the 
Germans were concentratihg their 
troops in the forest settlements, 
and this will probably force the 
Russians to use wide outflanking 
movements to capture them. 
40 Towns Taken, 
Govorov’s column moving down 


ithe shore of Lake Peipus overran 


several towns yesterday, routed a 
German regiment and captured 
—* prisoners, the Russian com- 
munique said. This Soviet force 
last was reported at Polna, 
miles from Pskov. Altogether, 40 
towns were captured yesterday in 
the various drives toward Pskov. 

German transport was reported 
in hopeless confusion, as the re- 
treating Nazis were forced off the 
main roads by Soviet artillery fire 
and bombing attacks. Columns of 
Nazi trucks, carts and other trans- 
port were blown to bits, the Soviet 
communique said.

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COMPROMISE ON 
ITY AND COUNTY 
MERGER IS VOTED 


Constitutional Committee 
Approves Metropolitan 
Districts for Common 
Services. 


EACH AREA WOULD 
RETAIN AUTHORITY 


Method Would Permit 
Consolidation of Fire, 
Police or Other Munici- 
pal Functions.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 16.—A 
compromise proposal setting up 
machinery for consolidation of St. 
Louis and St. Louis County was 
approved today by the Constitu- 
tional Convention's committee on 
local government handling mat- 
ters affecting St. Louis, St. Louis 
County and Jackson County. 

The compromise proposal, add- 
ing a fourth means by which con- 
solidation could be effected to the 
three already provided in the 
present Constitution, would permit 
the city and county to establish a 
metropolitan district or districts 
for administration of services 
common to the areas included. 

Under this new provision, the 
city could join with all or some of 
the ocunty municipalities for com- 
mon administration of such func- 
tions as police and fire protection, 
sewers and health, without the 
municipalities losing their respec- 
tive identities. 

Consolidation methods provided 
by the present Constitution per- 
mit the city to become part of the 
county, or vice versa, and permit 
the city to annex contiguous areas. 

19th Member Added to Board. 

Another important change em- 
bodied in the compromise proposal 
calls for appointment by the Gov- 
ernor of a nineteeth member who 
would serve on a board of free- 
holders which would draw up the 
consolidation plan. Under the 
present setup, the board has nine 
members from the county and nine 
from the city. The Governor’s ap- 
pointee would prevent deadlocks. 

Any proposal by the board of 
freeholders still would require 
ratification by a majority of city 
and of county voters, balloting in- 
dependently. 

Indecorous tactics of two dele- 
gates to the Constitutional Con- 
vention, former legislators, in the 
debate on the military article yes- 
terday afternoon resulted in con- 
ferences of more serious-minded 
delegates with a view to chang- 
ing the rules to correct .a situa- 
tion which they see as dangerous- 
ly impairing the work of the con- 
vention. 

Adopting the sharp legislative 
tricks that have been responsible 
for much of the disrepute in 
which the Missouri Legislature is 
held, former State Senator L. N. 
Searcy of Eminence and former 
Representative William O. Hanks 
of Joplin attempted to prevent a 
vote on a provision relating to 
the method of choosing officers 
in the Missouri National Guard. 

Hanks conducted a 50-minute 
rambling filibuster to prevent a 
vote by 2 o'clock, in the belief 
that the convention would recess 
at that hour and the matter go 
over until next Monday night, but 
he was outmaneuvered by the two 
vice-presidents, R. R. Nacy of Jef- 
ferson City and Don C. McVay of 
Trenton, who did not make the 
adjournment motion. When the 
roll call was taken Searcy re- 
frained from voting until the call 
had been completed and it was 
found his side had lost. Then he 
voted with the majority to be in 
the parliamentary situation of 
moving a reconsideration and 
opening up the whole matter 

n. 


mpt Steps Called For. 

The trend of the discussions in 
the conferences which followed 
the afternoon session was that un- 
less prompt steps were taken to 
curtail the obstructive tactics of 
the former legislators and the 
small group of delegates con- 
cerned more with smart maneu- 
vers and small political tricks 
than they are in framing a good 
Constitution, the convention work 
would be delayed many months 
and the danger of disruption of 
the whole work would develop. 

While no decision was reached, 
there was discussion of the intro- 
duction of an amendment to the 
rules under which no delegate 
would be permitted to talk more 
than once or for a longer time 
than 10 minutes unless he had 
the consent of a majority of the 
convention. The difficulties of 
this procedure would be that mat- 
ters will come before the conven- 
tion which could properly be de- 
bated seriously for longer than 10 
minutes, and that much time 
would be taken if it were neces- 
sary frequently to put the ques- 
tion of an extension of time to a 
vote. 

It seems probable, however, that 
some plan to curb Searcy, Hanks 
and a few others will be worked 
out within the next week. There 
are too many delegates who are 
in the convention for the sole 
purpose of good public service for 
it to put up long with the obstruc- 
tionists,

NORTHERN BURMA, Feb. 16.— 

When it comes to laying out air- 

dromes and building roads under 

fire in record time, our money is 

on the United States Army En- 
gineers. 


We were sitting with Col. Lewis | 
Pick in his tent today, talking : 


about the Ledo road, when Maj. 
Perley Lewis of Phoenix, Ariz., 
with mud-splattered uniform dis- 
mounted from his jeep and came 
in. 
“Well, we did it,” he said, ex- 
citedly. 

It developed that all Lewis and 
his gang had done was to push a 
trio of bulldozers through jungle 
trails to forward positions held by 
the Chinese Army and thereby, in 
the short space of 14 working 
hours had converted a rice field 
clearing into a serviceable air- 
strip. 

“One thing I have learned,” 
laughed Lewis, “is that at 45 I 
can outrun any man in my de- 
tachment.”

Republican Representa- 
tive Headed Much-Crit- 
icised Small-Loan and 
Lobby Inquiry.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 16.— 
State Representative Walter E. 
Bailey of Carthage, -who headed 
the much-criticised Bailey small- 
Loan and Lobby Investigating 
Committee of the House of the 
1943 Legislature, filed his official 
declaration of candidacy today 
for the Republican nomination for 
Attorney General in the August 

primary. 

Bailey, a former Judge of the 
Springfield Court of Appeals said 
that in all his campaigns for of- 
fice he had consistently refrained 
from making campaign pledges, 
preferring to stand on his record of 
public service. 

“IT have but one pledge to 
make,” he said, “and that is, I 
will, if elected Attorney General, 
endeavor to conduct the legal busi- 
ness of the State in a lawyer-like 
manner to the best of my ability 
without partiality or favoritism 
and for the best interest of my 
State and nation.” 

Small-loan company operations 
constituted one of the most con- 
troversial questions before the 
House of the 1943 Legislature, and 
the Bailey Committee was created 
to investigate charges concerning 
lobbying and political activities of 
these companies and their busi- 
ness methods. The charges were 
made by Representative Raymond 
J. Lahey of St. Louis. 

“No Pernicious Lobbying.” 

After many delays, and consid- 
erable criticism of the not-too-ex- 
tended scope of its inquiry, the 
Bailey Committee filed a belated 
report declaring no “personal or 
pernicious lobbying was manifest 
or existent” during the 1943 legis- 
lative session, although the small- 
loan lobbyists were present in 
greater numbers than in the usual 
session. 

Later, three belated reports, 
none of which received approval 
of a majority of the committee 
members, were filed after the ad- 
journmént of the 1943 Legislature, 
dealing with rates. 

One of the three minority re- 
ports, signed by Bailey as chair- 
man and Representative Emmett 
L. Bartram of Maryville, recom- 
mended retention of the present 
loan rates of the companies, vary- 
ing. from 30 to 36 per cent a year, 
at least for the duration of the 
war. Had this report received a 
majority vote it would have re- 
versed an earlier preliminary com- 
mittee report, recommending re- 
duction of the present monthly in- 
terest rates, 3 per cent and 2% 
per cent, by one-half of 1 per cent 
a month, 

Bills Slaughtered. 

Before the “blue ribbon” House 
slaughtered all bills designed to 
reduce the small-loan company in- 
terest rates and to establish more 
rigid state regulation of the com- 
panies, loan company lobbyists 
swarmed about the House. 

Among them were David B. 
Lichtenstein of St. Louis, executive 
vice-president of the Public Loan 
Corporation and described as head 
of the small-loan lobby.

Doane said the commission, cre- 
ated by the 1943 Legislature, 
“feels that if each community in 
the State could do a 100 per cent 
re-employment job after the war, 
then there would be no need for 
Federal or State funds to create 
‘make work’ jobs.” 

“There is no state that has a 
greater variety of resources than 
Missouri,” Doane said. “Our fields, 
streams, mines and forests are 
rich as potential producers of in- 
come. The tendency for industry 
to decentralize can be furthered 
in those areas where natural re- 
are abundant. It is 
around this theme that this pro! 
gram will be built.” 

The commission, appointed by 
Gov. Donnell, worked out prelim- 
inary plans for the program in a 
meeting here yesterday. 

Doane said questionnaires woyld 
be sent to each city, town and 
community in the state, to deter- 
mine the need for creating jobs 
in each area, and the extent to 
which the area can meet its needs. 

After the information is com- 
piled, a statewide meeting will be 
called, Doane said, to develop the 
program, based on the needs of 
local communities. 

“It probably will require 60 days 
to prepare and tabulate the ques- 
tionnaires,” Doane said. “It is an- 
ticipated that those who partici- 
pate in making the community 
survey will be members of a per- 
manent committee for handling 
postwar problems. Delegates will 
be chosen from these local com- 
mittees to represent the counties 
in the statewide meeting.”

Allied forces had pushed four

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TRUMAN GROUP SUGGESTS 
FAIR RECOMPENSE TO U. S. 


FOR WAR DEPLETION OF OIL 


Report to Senate Points Out This Country 
Supplies 95 Pct. of Aviation Gasoline for 
United Nations, Proposes Transfer of 
Fields to Us by Allies.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. 


T would seem fair to ask the Allies, and particularly Great Britain, 

to recompense the United States for the excessive depletion of 

domestic petroleum resources by transferring to us a correspond- 
ing volume of proved reserves outside the country. 


This suggestion was offered in 
a report submitted to the Senate 
today by the Truman Committee. 
Two of its members, Senators 
James M, Mead of New York and 
Owen Brewster of Maine, were 
among the five Senators who 
toured combat areas last summer, 

The report asserted that the 
United States has supplied 95 per 
cent of the aviation gasoline used 
by the United Nations and 70 per 
cent of the petroleum. The rest of 
the Western Hemisphere, prin- 
cipally Venezuela and Mexico, has 
provided another 15 per cent of 
petroleum, two-thirds of which is 
American-owned. To the Allied 


petroleum pool, it was said, Russia 


has contributed 9 per cent and 
the British-dominated Near East 
6 per cent. 

Since 1938, the report pointed 
out, American production of pe- 
troleum has increased 28.8 per 
cent. That of the Persian Gulf 
has not changed materially, and 
output in the Caribbean has fallen 
6.5 per cent. 

“The great disparity between 
our oil contribution and that of 
our Allies,” it was acknowledged, 
“has been due primarily to the 
fact that we, and we alone, had 
the enormous production facilities, 
man power and engineering talent 
that were required to construct 
new refining and transportation 
facilities and transport the pe- 
troleum products to the combat 
areas 

“The United States is proud 
that during this war it has been 
able to supply the immense quan- 
tities of petroleum products that 
are necessary to wage an all-out 
conflict.” 

The report quoted the War Pe- 
troleum Administrator, Secretary 
of the Interior Ickes, as declar- 
ing that “the British and Amer- 
ican contributions may have been 
unequal, but they have not been 
inequitable.” 

The further recommendation 
was made that an a ent 
should be reached with the Allies 
on the allocation of world reserves 
to be discovered and proved in 
the future. The United States 
will have to decide, it was ex- 
plained, whether to hold such re- 
Serves against future use in war- 
time or to exploit them so as to 
conserve domestic stores. 

Early determination by Con- 
gress of a national policy, vigor- 
ous and positive, in regard to pe- 
troleum, was pronounced to be 
“imperative.” 


Diffusion of Authority. 

The report complained of a 
“diffusion of administrative au- 
thority” in approaching “as deli- 
cate and complex a diplomatic and 
economic situation as can be 
found in the world.” 

It listed six agencies dealing 
with foreign petroleum matters— 
the War Petroleum Administrator, 
the State Department, the For- 
eign Economic Administration, 
The War and Navy Departments 
and the Secretary of Commerce. 
In addition, private companies are 
still free to conduct such negotia- 
tions as they see fit. 

“As things now stand,” it was 
declared, “and, until we formulate 
a petroleum policy, 
sible to say of anyone that he is 
in charge of foreign petroleum 
matters. 

“The War Petroleum Adminis- 
trator has testified that he learned 
only accidentally, in the lobby of 
the Mayflower Hotel, of extensive 
foreign explorations which were 
conducted by the War Depart- 
ment. Its foreign operations have 
not been limited to a single field, 
and proposals of great signif- 
icance have been considered with- 
out consulting the Petroleum Ad- 
ministrator. 

“The Army carried out the 
Canol project in a foreign coun- 
try at a cost of 130 million dol- 
lars. Its representatives testi- 
fied that it did not consult the 
Petroleum Administrator or the 
Chairman of the War Production 
Board, since the Army did not 
understand this to be necessary 
or advisable.” 


Lack of Representation. 

In traveling through the Middle 
East, the report continued, mem- 
bers of the Truman Committee 
were impressed by “a lack of co- 
ordinated and responsible diplo- 
matic and economic representa- 
tion.” 

“The subcommittee,” it was re- 
lated, “received allegedly factual 
information from sources that 
should have been authoritative 
but which proved to be ‘nreliable. 
The subcommittee, during all the 
time spent in Africa and the Mid- 
die East, made strong representa- 
tions to the State Department con- 
cerning this situation. 

“Subsequently, it was decided to 
send James M. Landis to this 
area with instructions to go fully 
into the situation. His authority, 
however, was limited to the eco- 
nomic supply of countries within 
that area. Though he had cer- 
tain over-all economic co-ordinat- 
ing authority, this appears to the 
committee to have been somewhat 
vague. He has found it neces- 
sary to return to this country to gq, 
clarify some of the aspects of his! 
authority.” 

In the Middle East, the report 
observes, American interests com- 


it is impos-|° 


pletely control the oil fields of 
Bahrein and Saudi Arabia which 
are owned jointly by the Texas 
Co. and the Standard Oil Co. of 
California. The Gulf Oil Co. pos- 
sesses a half interest in the oil 
fields of Kuwait on the Persian 
Gulf, while 23.75 per cent of the 
Iraq Petroleum Co., Ltd., is con- 
trolled by the Socony Vacuum Oil 
Co, and Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey. 

American private enterprise, rel- 
atively unprotected by American 
diplomacy, is declared to have 
been responsible for acquiring the 
above resources—and this in an 
area where British influence has 
been and still is considered para- 
mount. 


Enterprise and Competition. 


“American companies,” the text 
goes on, “ — ot dealing with 
private inte t with the gov- 
ernments of the countries in- 
volved, They are competing either 
with the British Government it- 
self, or with companies working 
in close association with the Brit- 
ish Government. The success of 
the British interests in dominating 
this area to date is strong evi- 
dence of the inferior bargaining 
and negotiating position of the 
American interests. 

“To date we have relied pri- 
marily on private enterprise, and 
have allowed private interests to 
determine questions which will 
seriously affect our petroleum fu- 
ture. The acquisition of foreign 
oil rights has become affected by 
a strong national interest. To se- 
cure possession of such rights 
would be a determining factor in 
preventing future wars. It is, 
therefo ecessary for the United 
States to evolve a detailed policy 
for the exploration and develop- 
ment of foreign: oil resources.” 

The committee suggested four 
possible approaches to a national 
policy. Two were ruled out. One 
is a continuance of the hands-off 
policy of the State Department, 
and the other is government own- 
ership of foreign oil reserves. Ob- 
jections were also raised to the 
third approach, which is partial 
Government ownership of foreign 
fields in partnership with private 
financial interests. 

The fourth possible solution was 
described as “full diplomatic back- 
ing for American enterprise in 
exploring and developing foreign 
petroleum reserves.” 

“This would mean,” the report 

states, “a recognition by our Gov- 
ernment of the vital concern of 
our country in foreign petroleum 
reserves because of their relation 
to our security and economic wel- 
fare. 
' “It would mean the same sort 
of vigorous support that is ac- 
corded by certain other govern- 
ments to their nationals abroad in 
cases where their national inter- 
est, as distinct from the private 
interest of citizens, is vitally in- 
volved, 

“Such a course would retain the 
full advantage of private initia- 
tive while at the same time af- 
fording protection and encourage- 
ment flowing from the recognition 
of the national interest involved. 


“Tt is unfortunate that we have 
not fully utilized the period since 
the first World War to obtain 
rights and explore and develop 
petroleum resources outside the 
borders of this country.” 

The report gave assurance that 
the United States has sufficient 
petroleum to win the current war, 
but reiterated the calculation

I’ve been with men in this com- 
pany who would arrive afa new 
bivouac at midnight, dig a hole 
just big enough to sleep in the 
rest of the night, then work all the 
next day on a deep, elaborate, 
roofed-over foxhole, even though 
they knew they had to leave the 
same evening and never see that 
hole again. 

In the olive groves throughout 
this bitter Cassino area there are 
pitiful testimonials to close-up 
warfare. In our grove I: don’t be- 
Heve there was a single one of the 
thousands of old trees that hadn’t 
at least one bullet scar in it. 
Knocked-off branches littered the 
ground. Some trees were cut clear 
down by shells. The stone walls 
had shell gaps every so often, and 
ee thing was bullet- 
ed.

But 
as soon as they would pass, he 
would come back and stare, sort of 
hypnotized. He never said anything 
about it afterwards, and nobody 
said anything to him.

Turkey Plays Safe 


Early this winter it looked to many observ- 
ers as if Turkey would climb aboard the Allied 
bandwagon. There were conferences with Messrs, 
Churchill and Eden. An Allied military mission 
was dispatched to Ankara for talks toward the 
possibility of coalition, For a time, the Middle 
Eastern forces of Sir Henry Maitland Wilson 
nibbled at the Aegean Islands around the Turkish 
coast, pursuing -Britain’s historic economic and 


- military interest in the gateways of the Mediter- 


ranean and in the soft Balkan under-belly of 
Europe. Premier Saracoglu made open expres- 
sions of sympathy and the country’s press hinted 
strongly of outright co-operation. 

Now the Allied military mission has returned 
to Cairo and conversations have been “suspend- 
ed.” This is not, as it might seem at surface 
glance, an unexpected circumstance and a blow 
to Allied planning. First of all, Turkey’s Gen- 
eral Staff apparently does not feel that the sup- 
plies offered and the military support available 
in her neighborhood make full partnership feasi- 
ble just now. The invasion center has shifted 
from the Mediterranean to Western Europe. 
Stalin’s insistence on this policy, made plain at 
Moscow and Teheran, together with the poor per- 
formances at Cos, Leros and Samos, have con- 
vinced Turkey that she would be dangerously 
vulnerable if she modified her neutral status 
at this time. 

Saracoglu must, in self-protection, follow the 
course of caution. Turkish neutrality has always 
been prejudiced in favor of the United Nations, 
has been slanted consistently in the direction of 
friendliness toward the United States and the 
pact with Britain. Eventually, when it is not 
too risky for her to do so, Turkey will no doubt 
grant air bases, perhaps even the use of the 
Levahtine armies, and co-operation in opening 
the Aegean door to the Dardanelles and a more 
direct supply route to Russia. And we cannot 
forget that Turkey's neutrality, at a time when 
Rommel threatened Alexandria, Cairo and Suez, 
was a great asset.on the Allied ledger.

Millions Saved by Mr. Cochran 


When it comes to saving the taxpayers’ money, 
there are few members of Congress who even

In a revised version, pro- 
viding for distribution of 15 million dollars in 
Federal funds to newspapers {n cities up to 25,000 
population instead of the 10,000 maximum set 
by the first measure, it has been reported favor- 
ably by the House Ways and Means Committee. 

The same objections which brought about ta- 
bling of the original bill apply to the renovated 
one. That is, such payments would be a Gov- 
ernment subsidy, thus creating the danger of 


‘ political pressure upon newspapers and s0 open- 


ing the door to loss of thé cherished independ- 
ence and freedom of the press. Furthermo 

this use of Federal money is unnecessary, siace 
all newspapers have regularty contributed large 
amounts of space to the bond drives, and their 
regular advertisers have co-operated handstmely. 

If the Treasury indorsed thig bill as a means 
of selling more war bonds, the case for it would 
be much stronger. But the Treasury opposes 
the bill. So do the OWI, the advertising men 
who advise the Government on publicity cam- 
paigns and a majority of the metropolitan press. 
The bill is supported only by a group of publsh- 
ers, chiefly in smaller cities, and by the politi- 
cians, eager for any attempt to curry favor with 
newspapers in their districts by pushing a bill 
that would give them a cash bonanza. 

The reasons for defeat of this potentially dan- 
gerous bill are just as strong today as they were 
when the other attempts to put it across were 
turned back. 


Two Troubled Men 


It wag hardly a jovial occasion when James 
A. Parley stopped in the other day for a chat 
with former Vice-President John N. Garner at 
Uvalde, Tex. These two embattled veterans of 
Democratic politics have life-long records of party 
regularity and party service. Now there ig devel- 
oping, as they saw it come four years ago, a sit- 
uation that may sorely try their loyalty to party. 

What they talked about, or rather what they 


said about the subject everyone knows was upper- 


most in their minds, ig their secret. When the 
reporters cornered Mr. Farley after he left the 
Garner home, he made a cryptic statement that 
took in a lot of territory: “We discussed politic® 
from every angle. Mr. Garner, like myself, is 
concerned about conditions in the nation now.” 
No, the Democratic party is not what it was 
when John Garner went from Congress to be 
Vice-President in the first two terms of President 
Roosevelt; when Jim Farley was serving in the 
dual capacity of Postmaster-General and chair- 
man of the Democratic National. Committee, 
clever manager of the campaigns which sent 
F. D. R. to the White House the first two times. 


The rules of the game have been changed on '

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For Convenience of Voters 

The question of making it easier for war work- 
ers to register so they will be eligible to vote in 
the elections this year has been taken under con- 
sideration by the Election Boards in St. Louis 
and St. Louis County. The problem has become 
acute because of the heavy shifting of residence 
that has accompanied the intensified production 
of war equipment and supplies in this area. 

In a plea to the St. Louis Election Board, the 
Political Action Committee representing the ClO 
and other labor groups made the surprising state- 
ment that less than 60 per cent of the employes 
in large piants are registered. This condition 
is partly explained by the large number of women 
and younger persons who have taken factory 
jobs, but also by the migration of workers from 
other sections. 

The problem presented to the Election Boards, 
however, is not merely that of making it more 
convenient for workers in the larger plants to 
register. The purpose of the Election Boards 


‘should be to make it convenient for all qualified 


persons who are not now on the voting lists 
under the permanent registration system to en- 


roll in plenty of time to have a voice in the 


coming primary and general elections, It is pos- 
sible this will involve setting up temporary re- 
gional registration offices which would be acces- 
sible with the least loss of time. The election 
officials should encourage the *widest exercise 
of the right to VOR. 


—— on Sidewalk 


Probably few persons who visit the downtown 
area regularly have escaped being snap-shot by 
a sidewalk photographer. If—the pedestrian ac- 
cepts the card that is then handed him, and sends 
in the 35 or 50 cents requested, the chances are 
that he will receive a blurred, dark or distorted 
picture that is not worth keeping. Sometimes, 
if the photograph is too bad, he gets with it a 
card entitling him to have a new one made with- 
out charge, but many customers, being transients, 
are unable to take advantage of the offer. 

The case against this nuisance and imposition 
on the public has been strikingly made by the 
St. Louis Better Business Bureau, which pub- 
lisheg in its current bulletin a set of six pic- 
tures for which some of its employes sent money 
ag a test. Not one of them is even a passable 
photograph. The bureau finds that nothing can be 
done about this shabby business under present 
ordinances, and proposes that a new one be 
passed by the Aldermen ‘to end it, 

We are glad to second the motion, and to make 
the further point that the street photography 
business represents a great waste of film at a 
time when ordinary individuals are unable to 
get enough of it to keep a photographic record 
of their families.

Our Prospects in Burma 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion

For a co-ordinated Allied offensive in 
Southeast Asia, the position of Burma will 
be crucial. For the reopening of the Bur- 
ma Road would lead to the setting up of 
a great Allied front in China, from which 
to deliver the knockout against Japan 
proper, 

In the last few months, the Allies’ chances 
of regaining Burma, perhaps even before 
the rains again stop campaigning next 
June, have greatly improved. A huge Amer- 
ican and British air strength has been 
built up in Northeast India. Lord Louis 
Mountbatten, the Supreme Allied Command- 
er in Southeast Asia, is assured of the pow- 
erful naval forces needed to support the 
amphibious operations in which he spe- 
cilalizes, Perhaps even more important, 
the Wingate wrecking expedition into 
Northern Burma has brought back news of 
a changed attitude on the part of the Bur- 
mese people. 

The Burmans were so disillusioned that 
they invariably helped the British with 
supplies and information, even at great 
personal risk. 

“This changed sentiment ts very impor- 
tant, in view of the extent to which the 
hostile attitude of so many. of the people 
contributed to the original British defeat, 


The Border Hill Country 


The Burmese live and grow their rice in 
the fertile valley of the Irrawaddy and its 
great tributary, the Chindwin. Before 
these can be reached by land from India, 
many parallel ranges, often over 7000 feet 
high, have to be crossed, The southern 
mountains, the Arakan Yoma, are closed 
with dense tropical evergreen forests, the 
more northerly Naga and Chin hills with 
teak jungles, topped by forests of oak and 
pine above the 3000-foot forest line, 

This hill country of the border is the 
domain of hill tribes who alone know the 
jungle paths and precipitous mule tracks. 
Fortunately, they are friendly to the Brit- 
ish, who have always protected them 


against Burmese oppression, 


With such aid, infiltration into Burma 
should be possible for a large force. Amer- 
ican engineers are even now ' pushing a 
supply road into the Assam border foot- 
hills, This should mean the large-scale 
harassing of enemy supply barges on the 
Chindwin and Irrawaddy, and the raising 
of large guerrilla bands of Burmans for 
sabotage of the north-south railway line. 
This would be the best way of bringing 
indirect aid to the Chinese striking south 


‘into the Shan states. 


Gateway for Allied Attacks 


The main attack on Burma must, how- 
ever, be delivered against the Irrawaddy 
Delta region. This cannot be reached via 
the narrow Arakan coastal strip which is 
geographically a part of India, The at- 
tempt to retake Akyab last year was a 
purely defensive move, Not only is the 
swampy terrain of Arakan almost impass- 
able but, below Akyab, the Arakan Yoma 
Mountains come right down to the sea 
and bar.further progress, 

The one practical key to Rangoon, the 
real gateway to the heart of Burma, is a 
successful sea-borne expedition for which 
the Anglo-American forces under Lord 
Louis Mountbatten’s command must now 
be poised, 


The vast rice plains of Central Burma, 
through which rolls its immemorial high- 
way, the Irrawaddy, are baked hard in 
winter. Here the battles that will decide 
the future of Japan’s swollen empire may 
well: be fought. On such terrain the Al- 
lies will be able to make their weight of 
armor and air superiority felt to the best 
advantage. 


Northward, the wide plains begin to close 
in. This is a curious dry zone which be- 
low Mandalay stretches across the center 
of the country, The monsoon raing are 
scarcely felt, for the zone lies right in the 
lee of the lofty Arakan Yomas, and the 
result is a sandy waste in which little 
but scrub and cacti can grow. Here are 
the Yenangyaung oil fields, left twisted 
and blackened by the British. Here, too, 
is the forest of pagodas that marks the 
site of Pagan, Burma’s oldest capital, 
sacked by Kublai Khan, 


Site for a Last Stand 


It may be that between here and Manda- 
lay the shattered Japanese forces, pressed 
relentlessly from the south and threatened 
from the north, will make their last stand 
in Burma, 


The enemy has one great advantage, Our 
supply lines will be vulnerable to shore- 
based aircraft and to submarines operat- 
ing from the many sheltered coves of the 
Mergui archipelago. The Japanese have 
well-secured overland lines of supply. 


It would therefore be useful, at the very 
outset of the campaign, to seize air bases 
from which these rear supply routes could 
be systematically destroyed, much as the 
American Tenth Army Air Force and 
R. A. F. based in India are already pul- 
verizing Japanese communications in Bur- 
ma itself. Peninsular Thailand, between 
Victoria Point and the Malayan border, 
contains little jungle and much open fiat 
country. Air bases could quickly be im- 
provised and should be easily held against 
attack from the narrow coastal strips to 
north and south, From these air fields 
Japanese communications in an arc stretch- 
ing through Bangkok, Saigon, and Singa- 
pore could be intensively bombed. 

Such an initial move might virtually iso- 
late the Japanese forces. 


CHOICE OF AIRLINE CENTERS 


From Aviation News. 


As forward-looking airlines delve deeper 
into economic studies, they reach surpris- 
ing conclusions, which upset popular no- 
tions about small American cities and their 
potential airline business, Centers generally 
taken for granted as “obvious” points for 
new routes frequently are eclipsed by oth- 
ers in the same state or area whose names 
are seldom heard throughout the rest of 
the country. 


The answer is that the character of a 
city’s business and trade is as important 
as the dollar volume, A good railroad 
town may not necessarily be a good airline 
town, Old-fashioned civic spirit, believe it 
or not, is another factor. Some cities have 
never had it, probably never will. While 
the loads of applications dumped on CAB 
for new airline points have frequently been 
indiscriminate, a few big lines are acting 
on advice of their trained researchers be- 
fore requesting new cities, 


A Red Cross Girl in Iceland 
Tells of Life at Lonely Post 


“They Sent Me to Iceland,” by Jane Geodell. (ives 

Washburn, Inc., New York.) 

Early in 1942, 11 girls arrived by troop- 
ship at Reykjavik, Iceland. They were eager 
trail-blazers, the first group of Red Cross 
recreation workers sent overseas in World 
War II. They intended to establish recrea- 
tion centers over the island to provide our 
lonely service men and merchant seamen 
with a variety of entertainment. 

Their lofty ideas of planned recreation 
had to be discarded at the start, because 
“recreation” became anything from scrub- 
bing floors; running errands and writing 
letters for the invalids, sewing buttons on 
uniforms, to conducting song fests. If they 
had had any preconceived ideas of being 
glamour girls, they underwent a quick re- 
vision when the fact that they were almost 
drudges could no longer be ignored. Only 
in their spare moments did they plan pro- 
grams, 


A “program” sometimes meant no more 
than the guidance of the men in their 
own entertainment. A “show” was some 
thing else,.and required writing and re 
hearsals, and the prime necessity of keep- 
ing the “talent” out of the guardhouse! 
Homesickness was fought with doughnuts 
and coffee and conversation. Contests 
proved a salvation for the maladjusted: 
poetry contests, Christmas card contests, 
arts and crafts—anything to, keep the 
gloomy, silent men on that windswept, vol- 
canic isle occupied. The exhibits were such 
a syccess that the project won the full co 
operation of the Army. 

Before the year was over, new workers 
arrived in time to assist with the opening 
of the big new recreation center. By that 
time, eight Red Cross centers had been 
established. Jane Goodell and her fellow- 
workers had succeeded in spite of military 
red tape, the erratic Icelandic weather, the 
skittish Northern customs and the discom- 
fort and bitter loneliness. 

However, Miss Goodell’s book has more 
to recommend it than her personal account, 
It is also a handy reference book on the 
history and geography of Iceland, and is, 
to this reviewer's knowledge, the first and 
only book in this war to come from our 
lonely outpost. HELEN CAIN,

The Republican Prospects

President Roosevelt is playing 
@ cagey game, letting the great 
weight of his office and the long 
reach of his experience carry him 
on what he apparently assumes is 
an inevitable course toward a 
fourth term. Gov. Bricker of Ohio 
has been speaking in several 
states, but has ‘said little. Gov. 
Dewey is busy being Governor of 
New York and carefully looking 
the other way at any suggestion 
that he is a _ candidate. Gen. 
MacArthur is in command in the 
Southwest Pacific. 


That is almost the roster, and a 
meager one it is. The words of 
one of the wisest men I’ve ever 
known, the late Justice Brandeis, 
come back to me as I write. He 
said: 

“It should never be a question 
in a presidential year of searching 
for a man, of ‘building up’ a man. 
There should be numerous men 
coming up through our democracy 
with the knowledge, the skill, the 
background, pressing their claims 
on each party.” 

There are, to be sure, long shots. 
One of them is Lt. Comdr. Stas- 
sen, former Governor of Mihneso- 
ta, now on Adm. Halsey’s staff in 
the Pacific. But he, too, is si- 
lenced by the war in this abnormal 
presidential year. There is Gov. 
Warren of California, about whom 
the East knows little. 


Senator Taft’s View. 


Those in his own party who op- 
pose Willkie—and I mean those 
who have managed to keep ra- 
tional about it—do not deceive 
themselves as to the possible end 
result of his solo campaign. One 
of these is Senator Taft of Ohio. 
Senator Taft is a conservative, not 
a reactionary, and he believes in 
facing political realities. 

Moderates like Taft, as distin- 
guished from the Willkie-haters, 
believe that Willkie will come to 
the convention in Chicago in June 
with not more than a fourth of 
the delegates pledged to him. That 
is the maximum they concede him 
at any time during the convention 
struggle. And they hold it will be 
a fairly accurate gauge of his 
strength in the Republican party 
or, even, in the country. . 

But political realists foresee at 
the same time what effect rejec- 
tion of Willkie by the convention

chances this year. 5 

That is why men like Taft hope 
to see other avowed candidates 
who can develop pre-convention 
strength. They are beginning to 
suggest that Dewey declare him- 
self by saying frankly that he has 
changed his mind and intends to 
become a candidate. That would, 
of course, be difficult, and it may 
be there is an ulterior motive be- 
hind the suggestions. 

A Help to Roosevelt. 

At any rate, the moderates see 
exactly where the Willkie ven- 
detta is leading. It is leading to 
the fourth term, as F. D. R., too, 
can see. Witness his shrewdness 
in climbing aboard when Willkie 
declared for 16 billion. dollars 
in taxes. The President said, with 
becoming modesty, that he hadn’t 
had the nerve to ask for more 
than 10 billion dollars. It was a 
neat job. 

Having their implacable enmity 
in any event, Willkie is capitaliz- 
ing the hostility of the Republican 
Old Guard. Ina recent statement 
on the farm program, he said: 

“The ‘urge—the temptation—is 
to go back to a completely free 
and independent economy where 
all relationships with the Govern- 
ment are abandoned. A bright and 
rosy dream, that is; too bright 
and rosy to be true... . Let’s 
leave that dream for the little 
crew of reactionaries whose long- 
ing for the good old days is a 
sort of childish homesickness.” 

The issue is bigger than any 
individual. Political processes can 
atrophy with disuse, Perhaps, in 
the perspective of history, even 
this far-flung war will not seem 
to have justified the present poli- 
tical dim-out.

FTER the brilliant success in the Marshall Islands, Adm. Nimitz

tant idea for the layman to understand when he hears arguments 
about the strategy of the Pacific war. 


There have been many contend- 
ing theories about how that war 
should be fought. But there has 
been no plan that could be consid- 
ered seriously which did not call 
for our establishing ourselves se- 
curely and in force upon the main- 
land of Asia somewhere from 
Southern China to Eastern Siberia. 

The Nimitz campaign from Ha- 
waii, MacArthur’s from Austral- 
asia, Mounbatten’s from India, all 
have the same objective. In so 
far as one has been favored by the 
High Command over the others, it 
has been because it seemed a bet- 
ter way to achieve this objective. 

If all the campaigns could be 
pushed with complete success at 
the same time, Nimitz through the 
Central Pacific, MacArthur 
through the Southwest Pacific and 
Mountbatten coming from the 
West, they would meet eventually 
in China, 


For a New Pacific Front. 


We shall see the larger out- 
lines of the Pacific war still more 
clearly if we say that the present 
campaigns of Nimitz, MacArthur 
and Mountbatten are for the pur- 
pose of opening a second front on 
the continent of Asia. If we fix 
our minds on the need to get to 
the Asiatic mainland, it will give 
us a good idea of the shape of 
things to come. 

On the mainland of Asia there 
are two great nations—the Chinese 
and the Russians. The Chinese 
are at war with Japan. The Rus- 
sians are not. 

When we have fought our way 
to China, we shall be in a large 
country with a huge population, 
but with little military equipment 
of its own and with a modest num- 
ber of troops trained for modern 
war. We shall be faced with a 
large Japanese Army which is 
quite near its own bases of sup- 


ply. 

We shall be at the extreme end 
of an enormously long line of com- 
munications ima country where 
we shall have to import and then 
¢onstruct the installations needed 
for modern war. 


Important Role of Russia. 


It is evident that the action of 
Russia will be critically important 
as to how long and how costly the 
war will be, and Russia's action 
may even be decisive. 

If Russia were completely and, 
from the Japanese point of view, 
certainly neutral, it is hard to see 
how we could in any reasonable 
time bulld up a great enough force 
in China to deal not only with the 
Japanese Army already in China, 
but also with the Japanese army 
now facing the Russians, 

If the Russians kept the Jap- 
anese wondering but did not inter- 
vene, our task would, of course, 
be easier, but it would still be 
_ formidable. 

_ But if the Russians intervened 
at a.time when we had opened up 
the way to Ghina, then the whole 
situation would be radically 
changed. 

There would be not only the 
Russian forces already in Siberia, 
but, once the Germans are de- 


feated, there would be opened up 
a land route from Europe to East- 
ern Asia. The Japanese could not 
threaten it seriously, and the -pow- 
er we could all bring to bear would 
be many times greater than that 
which we can hope to transport 
across the Pacific alone. 

Therefore, barring the unexpect- 
ed and the-—unforeseeable sudden 
collapse of Japan, the promptest 
and most decisive ending of the 
Pacific war depends upon twe 
main elements: that the Nimitz- 
MacArthur - Mountbatten cam - 
paigns should at least be ap- 
proaching their climax at. about 
the time that Germany is defeated 
and Russia is disengaged on its 
European front. 


Decision to Come in Asia. 


If we ask ourselves what Russia 
will do, we can, without mind- 
reading or insidé knowledge, say 
this: The World War is raging 
in Europe, but it will be conclud- 
ed in Eastern Asia. The pledges 
given and taken at Moscow and 
Teheran which call for a world or- 
ganization under the leadership of 
the four great powers will be vali- 
dated finally, or not at all, in the 
Asiatic theater. 

Unless all the four powers par- 
ticipate in the conclusion of the 
World War, the Moscow. agree- 
ments can have no meaning. A 
world organization which is not 
present when the fate of more 
than half the world is decided, a 
four-power arrangement in which 
all the four powers do not partici- 
pate, is unthinkable.. 

We may take it for certain that 
the men who made 
ments at Moscow and Teheran, 
not forgetting Cairo, did not fail 
to draw so obvious and so impor- 
tant a conclusion. 


The Problem of Poland. 


There has bean much uneasiness 
of mind in this country over the 
Polish question, and much has 
been written as to whether the 
world ordef promised at Moscow 
could come into being. 

Certainly it is true that if a 
really strong and independent Po- 
land does not emerge from this 
war, the European settlement will 
surely fail. Europe cannot be re- 
constituted without Poland. But 
we must not exaggerate the po- 
lemics and the propaganda, or 
take too catastrophic a view of a 
problem which is almost surely 
more soluble than for the moment 
it appears to be. 

The world organization prom- 
ised at Moscow will not go to 
pieces over the Polish question. 
The need to settle with Germany 
will bring a solution of the Polish 
question, and the need to settle 
with Japan will then make the 
world organization’ a going con- 
cern. 

For in the settlement with Ja- 
pan, all the four powers—China, 
Russia, Britain and the United 
States—are bound to be involved. 
The four powers cannot and there- 
fore will not become separated be- 
fore the Japanese war ig conclud- 


ed.

FY-CONGRESSMAN DIES 


Practiced Law Many Years 
and Also Lectured at 
St. Louis University, 


James R. Claiborne, attorney 
and former Congressman from the 
Twelfth Missouri District, died at 
noon today at his home, 7140 
Westmoreland avenue, of cerebral 
hemorrhage, after a long illness. 
He was 61 years old. 

Mr. Claiborne, a graduate of the 
University: of Missouri, had been 
a member of the St. Louis bar 
since 1906. He specialized in trial 
work in State and Federal courts, 
and lectured for several years in 
St. Louis University Law School, 

In 1932, when the 13 Missouri 
members of Congress were elected 
at large, because of the failure of 
the 1931 Legislature to re-district 
the State, he was one of those 
nominated by the Democrats out 
of a large field of primary can- 
didates, and was elected with the 
12 other Democratic nominees. 
The 1983 Legislature created new 
districts, and in 1934 he was nom- 
inated and elected in the Twelfth 
District. He was defeated for a 
third nomination in 1936. 

As a member of Congress, Mr. 
Claiborne took an attitude of op- 
position to some New Deal meas- 
ures. He was the only Missouri 
member of the House to vote 
against the soldier bonus bill in 
1936. As early as 1934, he took 
a stand against the demands of 
pacifist organizations, and advo- 
cated preparedness for another 
war. ; 

He is survived by his wife, for- 
merly Miss Louise M. Minnis; by 
a daughter, Mrs. Robert Hyland, 
and a son, James R. Claiborne Jr.;

. ACK to the country is the aim 
of the Southern Baptist Col- 
lege here which is teaching 


and training preachers to serve 
rural churches. It is an effort to 
check the cityward drift which 
has long prevailed, and which is 
leaving country congregations 
without capable leadership. It is 
succeeding in a way that gives 
promise that the larger aim of 
spreading the movement through- 
out the South will be achieved. 

The institution was founded by 
@ young man who had a vision 
and who, as the youngest college 

resident in the country,’ is m 

his dream come true, 

ft was when Hubert B, Williams 
was a student in a theological 
seminary that he noted the drift 
from the country to the city. It 
troubled him, He checked the rec- 
ords and found that while 92 per 
cent of the students came from 
the country, 99 per cent of them 
went from the seminary to serve 
urban churches, though 72 per cent 
of the churches affiliated with the 
Southern Baptist Convention were 
rural. The reasons were not hard 
to find. Men preparing for the 
ministpy spent four years in col- 
lege and three years in the sem- 
inary. They were trained to serve 
urban congregations and were psy- 
chologically uprooted from the soil 
that had nurtured them in their 
youth. Most of them, when their 
education was finished, were in 
debt for it.

The building was re 
paired, 
opened in June, 1942, but the re- 
sponse was so strong that it was 
opened in September, 1941, as ea 
junior school with a two-year 
course, primarily for the educa- 
tion and training of rural pastors 
but offering also a separate liberal 
arts curriculum for men and wom- 
en, planned to prepare them for 
other vocations. 

The board of trustees placed 
Williams in charge as temporary 
president. He was then only 26 
years old, The following year he 
was elected president, but contin- 
ued to serve as pastor of First 
Church until last August, when he 
resigned to give full time to the 
college. 


From the beginning the school’s 
emphasis was on the training of 
young men for careers as country 
preachers. It offered a practical 
intensified course ‘im English, 
speech, music, etc., in the relation 


of these branches to the ministry, 
studies in the Old and New Testa- 
menta and instruction in pastoral 
duties and ‘community leadership. 


Instead of the advanced studies in 


history, languages and _ sciences, 
which students sometimes call 
“fodder,” for which, at any rate, 
rural preachers would have no 
use, there would be instruction in 
how to perform marriage cere- 
monies, conduct funerals and, per- 
haps most difficult of all, keep 
peace in the choir. 


It was required that every min- 
isterial student do work with his 
hands, primarily to attune him to 
the workingman’s world, but also 
to prepare him to do manual work 
in case of economical necessity or 
emergency. Instruction.in carpen- 
tering and cabinet-making was 
stressed because of the necessity 
that might sometime arise for re- 
pairing or building a country 


church.

All repairs and alterations on 
the building, estimated at $3000, 
have been made by the stu- 
dents, for which they have re- 
ceived credit on their tuition. 
The cost to a student, either in 
cash or credits for work, is $277 
for nfne months. The cest to the 
ministerial students is the same 
as to the others because President 
Williams doesn’t want them to get 
into the habit of expecting con- 
cessions because they are preach- 
ers. 


President Williams derives sat- 
isfaction from the fact that only 
once has an appeal been made for 
funds. Near the end of last year 
there was a prospect of a ‘small 
deficit. To avert that letters were 
sent to 600 persons asking each 
of them to contribute $1. Con- 
tributions were received more 
than doubling the amount asked 
for. The building and the campus 
of 36 acres, formerly part of the 
fair ground, are being purchased, 
The last, payments will be made 
this year. Voluntary contributions 
of thousands of dollars have come 
from individuals in Arkansas, 
Missouri and other states. 

The president is proud of his 
faculty. The nine teachers have 
an average of 7.1 years of pre- 
paratory training, a showing 
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which can be made by no other 
junior college in Arkansas. Most 
of them have had high school and 
college experience. 


The enrollment now is 70, of 
whom 34 are men and of these 
30 are ministerial students, Four- 
teen of the students, in fulfillment 
of what was expected of them, 
have taken charge of country 
churches and built them up from 
part-time to full-time. “Bringing 
the churches out of the weeds,” 
President Williams calls it. This 
is in contrast to the usual prac- 
tice of student preachers using 
country churches “as their grocery 
stores,” to support them while 
they are at school, abandoning 
them for better, places when they 
are full-fledged ministers- 


City churches, says President 
Williams, should be grateful for 
what is being done at Southern 
Baptist College to keep the coun- 
try churches going, for it is from 
these country churches that the 
city churches get their supporting 
membership. 


The thing that the young presi- 
dent is most concerned about, 
however, is the welfare of the 
country churches and the .people 
that they serve. His high purpose 
is,to achieve that end by dignify- 
ing the calling of the country 
preachers and making of it a ca- 
reer worthy of any young man’s 
ambition.

There was nothing to the play— 
the slam in spades was cold 
against any defense. So let's an- 
alyze the bidding that led to the 
disappointing result for North- 
South. 


Little comment is required on 
the first-round bids. North’s take 
out double of one heart speaks for 
itself, and South’s jump response 
followed in normal course. 

On the second round North 
overbid slightly when he jumped 
from three diamonds to four 
spades, but this very fact should 
have redounded to the partner- 
ship’s benefit. For now there 
should not have been the slightest 
doubt in South’s mind that a 
slam was there for the taking. It 
igs quite true that his cue bid itn 
the opponents’ suit at this junc- 
ture did no harm—but neither did 
it do any good. North, of course, 
was pleased to learn that his part- 
ner could control the diamond 
suit, but this news was in no 
sense a guarantee that West could 
not immediately collect two tricks 
with the ace and king of hearts, 
North was conscious of the fact 
that he already had overbid « 
shade, and that it would be sheer 
optimism for him now to bid any 
more than five spades. 


When the five spade bid came 
around South obviously felt that 
he could not justifiably go any fur- 
‘ther—but he was wrong! He 
should have known that North's 
bidding guaranteed strong spades 
and very strong clubs. What else 
could North have, and what else 
did South need?
